Two new track and field records were added 
to the Brickie Honor Roll during the 1948 sea- 
son. Carl Shield, a standout athlete in Hoosier 
track athletics with the 12 pound shot put ball 
for four years, climaxed his senior year by post- 
ing an all time Indiana best for the shot put 
event when he tossed the iron ball 57 feet 11}4 
inches in the annual Lake-Porter Conference 
meet.
